QUINCY, Ill.—President Taft’s speech 
at Hamilton, Mass., on Saturday has 
aroused Democrats and insurgents alike 
and replies to it are to come apparently 
from al] quarters.

After we pulled him 
out of the hole in the sixty-first Congress 
he wrote a letter of thanks to Mr. McCall 
of Massachusetts and the Republicans, 
and not a word of thanks to the Dem- 
ocrats. 

“When we repeated the performance of 
pulling him out of the hole in the sixty- 
second Congress, he did divide the thanks 
between Democrats and Republicans.

“The President says that we did not 
play politics about reciprocity, but that 
we did play politics about the tariff.

counsel, advice or tuition of any tariff 
board whatsoever.

TORONTO, Ont.—The challenger, Wa- 
tertown of Watertown, N. Y., sailed by 
Judge Reeves, won the first race for the 
George cup for the 20-footer champion- 
ship of Lake Ontario Monday, covering 
the course in 2h. 35m. 36s. The race, 
which was held over a ten-mile triangle, 
developed into a drifting match, but a 
decisive result was reached. 

The Toronto boat, the Vivia II, was 
lm.

WASHINGTON—An outline of the 
program of legislation for the postal 
service which Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock will ask Congress to follow at the 
regular session to begin in December 
Was indicated by Mr. Hitchcock on Mon- 
day, : 

In his annual report, which will be 
liid before Congress in December, Mr. 
stitchecock will recommend the establish- 
ment of a parcels post service on rural 
mail routes, the crystallization into law 
cf proposed mereases in second-class mail 
rates, and the enactment of a law pro- 
viding for 1 radical change in the sys- 
tem of compensating the railways for 
transporting the mails. 

Mr. Hitchcock explained that it was 
his idea first to establish parcels post 
on the rural routes in order that the 
administrative details of the system 
might be worked out without disadvan- 
tage to the postal service generally. 


Gradually he would extend the par- | 


cels service to urban communities, so 
that packages and parcels might be de- 
livered locally by city carriers. Subse- 
quently the service would be extended 
to include railway transportation. 

Mr. Hitchcock indicated that the ad- 
ministration expected to adopt the 
recommendations of the Hughes second- 
class postage rate commission, 
has been jin session for several weeks 
in New York.

“Of what avail will it be to break 
Standard Oil Company and the American 
Tobacco Company into their constituent 
elements, if all these elements have iden. 
tical stockholders, a community of in- 
terests and the legal power to establish 
substantial identity of directors among 
them? 

“The remedy is concerted action among 
ithe states. If every state will compel 
the big corporations to conform to new 
laws enacted in behalf of the people or 
to dissolve and liquidate, then the exist- 
ing crop will be destroyed without hope 
of successions. That is the work for 
the house of governors which assembles 
in New Jersey next month. 


“An agreement or compact among the 
states on the subject of their respective 
corporations, with the consent of Con- 
gress, would be enforceable by the su- 
preme court of the United States. If 
jealousy or greed of individual states 
prevent such a compact the remaining 
states must prohibit participation of dan- 
gerous corporations in intrastate com- 
merce. And Congress can drive out of 
interstate and foreign commerce all such 
dangerous corporations, absolutely elim- 
inating them.” 

The speaker also attacked Attorney 
General Wickersham’s proposal that the 
gqvernment fix prices as unconstitutional 
and characterized the National City 
‘|Company, recently formed in New York 
as “an ingenious subterfuge intended to 
circumvent the law.”

DISTINCT IMPROVEMENT IN 
SHOE AND LEATHER TRADE 


Increased Demand for Footwear Keeps Factories Mod- 
erately Active and Little Attempt to Bear Prices— 
More Salesmen on Road 


The improved conditions prevailing in 
the shoe market are quite evident. Man- 
ufacturers report a daily receipt of or- 
ders which, though moderate in size, 
have caused the factories to appear busy, 
as most of the orders are for immediate 
use. There is little attempt to bear 
shoe prices, but this is attributed to the 
fact that the orders are comparatively 
small and hurried shipments desired. 

Inquiry along the whole line, 
men’s shoes to children’s cachs, discov- 
ered a general activity, and a belief that | 
ordering for future needs would soon 
begin. The free tariff measure had a 
disturbing influence upon the trade and | 
was the probable cause of the dulnese | 
which was so marked during the period 
Congress was in session, but the fear of 
free shoes having been disposed of, a 
feeling of confidence is shown by the 
increase of business since adjournment. 
In some regards the market is ill-pre- 
pared immediately to satisfy all of the 
requirements attending “rush orders.” 
There are several essentials which the 
market is short of and manufacturers 
are finding it no easy matter to run con- 
tracts through on schedule time. 

A Saposition to push the business is 
apparent by the increased number of 
salesmen going on the road next month 
in hopes of anticipating the trade ex- 
pected from buyers who will be here in 
October. 

Men's high grade shoes are coming to 
a dull period, it being too early for 
spring trade and too late for fall. Those 

making for the wholesale trade are busy 
rushing through past contracts. There 
has been a good demand for russia calf 
shoes, orders for which are delayed on ac- 
count of the scarcity of this stock. 

The medium fine grades are having a 
brisk demand and factory proprietors 
report the situation as first class. There 
are no great reserve lists on the books, 
but a steady income of orders has placed 
from five to ten weeks’ work ahead of 
the cutting rooms. Good reports come 
from makers of heavy side leather foot- 
wear, but this may be made from the 
viewpoint of comparison. Those calling 
for glove grain and kangaroo leather need 
not be delayed much, if any, but orders 
for chrome side leather goods will be sub- 
jected to .a tardy delivery, as this 
stock, especially the colored finish, is not 
to be had at once, the demand far ex- 
ceeding the output. 

A chrome split shoe is having a brisk 
call and as it possesses good wearing 
qualities, it will probably continue to be 
a good seller. 

There is reported a resumption of the 
ordering of ladies’ and mfsses’ boots, and 
some for low cuts, a few orders of liberal 
size coming in the past week. 

Lynn factories are all busy from large 
to small. Not for months have the 
manufacturers of this city been so uni- 
versally optimistic. A condition of bus- 
iness fairly brisk, and a lack of labor 
troubles is a situation not usual in this 
manufacturing center. An increasing de- 
mand for Gocayear welt footwear is re- 
ported, and more factories are intro- 
ducing the outfit every season. 


Haverhill is fast approaching a con- 
tinuous year’s business, and is no longer 
eonfined to a one season’s run. The 
new element which has come into its 
mercantile life has-introduced lines of 
footwear adapted to both summer and 
winter demands. Furthermore, consum- 
ers have acquired a habit of wearing 
low cuts well into the winter months 
while this custom is limited, it is 
enough to make quite an addition to the 
-work in factories making low cuts. This 
shoe city has the reputation of making 
more white canvas and white buck 
Jeather goods than all other shoe cities 
combined. Many of the factories are yet 
busy with goods of this character, par- 
ticularly high button boots. Orders for 
spring and summer are being received 
but they have not entered the cutting 
rooms as yet. 

A steady improvement is reported in 
the childyén’ ’s shoe market, and the pros- 
pects seem as bright as a year ago. 
Several manufacturers have enlarged 
their plants and others have made ef- 
forts to utilize what space appeared 
available, all of which signifies what is 
expected regarding future business. The 
semi-annual dull period has not been 
noticeable this season among these fac- 
tories. 

The leather trade is active in all de-

Calf skins are having a moderate 
trade, except in colors, which finish is 
difficult to get for immediate use.’ Mat 
|calf is completely cleaned up. What few 
lots there are in sight are held at prices 
which are prohibitive and buyers turn 
their attention to a substitute. Prices 
are firm. 

Chrome side leather is selling freely 
where tanners are found who are pre- 
pared to deliver the stock, which condi- 
tion is the exception. There was more 
doing in the selling departments the 
past week, but small lots ruled the 
transactions, as tanners are unable to 
promise shipments on the short product 
now ruling all tanneries. Prices are so 
Strongly held that buyers are keeping 
purchases close to factory needs. 

Split leather is still an active com- 
modity, and all grades have found an 
outlet. Shoes absorb all of the heavy 
and medium weights and the light 
weights are finding a ready market 
when turned out with the ooze finish, 
large quantities of which are shipped toJ 
every shoe manufacturing city in the 
country, The trend of prices is upward. 

Patent calf is ‘moving without much 
push by the dealers. Back orders are 
yet to be filled, and the output is hardly 
sufficient to satisfy the trade. Patent 
kid and patent side leather are not as 
active as they have been, but there is 
still trade enough to keep the prices the 
same with an element of strength. 

Glazed kid is having a steady trade. 
Sales of the past week were not as large 
as were those of the week previous, but 
that signifies but little, as buyers placed 
fair sized orders during the first part of 
the month. The foreign trade has also 
fallen off a little this month, which is 
not remarkable considering~ the liberal 
contracts which have only lately been 
filled. 


COPPER METAL 
PRICES FIRM 


Electrolytic copper at 12% cents, 30 
days delivered, is the firm price among 
copper sellers. On some deliveries the 
spot cash equivalent would be 12% 
cents but there has been none sold at 
the lower level with usual time allow- 
ances, 

Last week domestic consumers bought 
a large tonnage of copper for September 
delivery at 12% cents. United Metals 
Selling Company met that price, at which 
competitors had been previously selling 
and booked a satisfactory amount. Oc- 
tober copper as well has been marketed 
on the same basis. 

So firm has been the market that 
some brands of casting hav: brought 
prices equivalent to that for electrolytic. 
On the other hand some of the larger 
consumers have been offered this grade 
at 12% cents cash. 

From all but one or two of the better 
brands, the premium which for years 
has characterized lake copper has dis- 
appeared and it has sold at 12% cents on 
a very dull demand. Calumet and 
Quincy have had no difficulty, however, 
in getting a better price.

That at this particular moment they should be becoming simul- 
taneously disturbed, is;perhaps a proof of something more than 
the perennial unrest,of' Balkan politics. There is little doubt that 


the. methods, which lately have come to light, of the handling of. 


the northern ‘Albanian situation by the Young Turk party, have 
not: been such.as either to inspire the confidence of the southern 
‘Albanians,.or to induce them to regard with equanimity the prospect 
of the Turkification of their own country. What the able cor- 
respondents of the Times in the near east have described as the 
“concerted silence’ with which this process of Turkification -has 
been enveloped, has lately been rent by their efforts, with the 
result that the eyes of Europe have, to a large extent, been opened. 
The extraordinary alliance between the Ottoman government 
and the Jews of the near east is neither a new nor a remarkable 
coincidence. In many ways, the eastern Jew finds himself more 
at one with the Muhammadan than with the orthodox Christian 
church in those regions, whether represented by the Greek patri- 
archs of the south, or the Catholic bishops of the north. In these 
circumstances, he has found a way of making himself valuable to 
the Turk. It..was in a Jewish city, Salonika, that the Young Turk 
arty sprang into being; it was behind the impenetrable veil of the 
Fewish lodges that the political organization which was to destroy 
the Hamidian regime was perfected; and it is through the financial 
resources of the Jews that the development of ‘the empire is largely 
being financed. The alliance might have been, and still may be, of 
the greatest service to the liberties of the east, but this can only be 
in the event of the Young Turk party eschewing its Chauvinism, 
and returning to those earlier ideals which first won the admiration 
of all reformers. Unfortunately, the two least pleasant phases of 
the Ottoman and Jewish character have amalgamated in the methods 
which have’ been adopted by the alliance in their political organiza- 
tions. The result is.that so well informed a writer as Professor 
Margoliouth of Oxford has recently declared, in speaking to the 
Eastern Question Association, that there is no longer any. eastern 
question, for the reason that the Young Turks have put an end to 
it forever.

public. Getting periodicals to press a little earlier in the month, 
so that ample time tor their transportation by fast freight may 
be allowed, will relieve the railway mail service of congestion that 
had come well nigh impairing its value seriously, while at the same 
time eliminating great and unnecessary expense. 

The railway mail clerks have had good cause for complaint with 
regard to the manner in which periodicals have been dumped upon 
them on certain days of the Month. Matters had reached a point 
where it was next to impossible to carry on distribution during 
ordinary runs. Mail that should have been dropped at certain 
stations was necessarily carried by those stations, to be transferred 
and dropped on a return trip, or by another car. Regular mail 
matter, letters and newspapers, has been increasing at a tremendous 
rate, demanding of itself nearly all the space and energy at the 
command of the railway service; nothing short of the doubling 
of the time of the clerks has served on occasion to keep the mails 
moving regularly. 

Postmaster-General Hitchcock is entitled to praise for the 
many economies he has introduced in the postal service, and for 
this one in particular. It means not only a saving to the govern- 
ment in actual cash, but it means also the conservation of the labor 
and comfort and happiness of thousands of unknown but faithful 
public servants.

The early New Eng- 
landers were great orchard planters; the roadside farms bear ample 
testimony to this fact down to the present day. Westward emi- 
gration, the city trend, and other causes, however, combined until

Canada 
has already some magnificent reservations 
east and west. It is now about to enter | 
on the creation of a new one on a scale 
commensurate with present apprehension of its growth and pros- 
perity at home and abroad. 

One of the largest game preserves in the world is to be created 
by the dedication of practically all the land along the eastern slope 
of the Canadian Rockies. This tract will be forty to fifty miles 
wide and will extend north and south for a distance of no less than 
500 miles. All the precautions usual in Canada are to be taken 
with a view to the protection of the timber from fire. The reserva- 
tion is to be in effect a great storage and supply district for native 
birds and animals. 

It would not be fair to the United States to jump at the,con- 
clusion that such precautions against the annihilation of game are 
not being taken on this side of the line. They are. Together the 
two great English-speaking nations of this continent are taking steps 
that will go far toward correcting the errors made by both when they 
were younger and less thoughtful. The interests of the two in this 
respect are identical. In a very large sense Canadian reciprocity is 
already an established fact.
